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Students  Learn,  Earn 

Through  Summer  Jobs 

Although  summer  jobs  were  not 
plentiful  this  year,  366  Sweet  Briar 
students  took  employment  wherever 
they  could  find  it  and  earned  a  total  of 
$155,000.  Their  work  ranged  from 
laboratory  technician  or  office  assistant 
to  waitress  or  baby  sitter,  with  many 
odd  jobs  in  between.  Earning  an  aver- 
age of  $600,  several  made  as  much  as 
$1500  to  $2000. 

No  work  was  too  menial  for  a  stu- 
dent if  it  offered  financial  gain  and  ex- 
perience in  meeting  all  kinds  of  people. 
"If  you  like  cheese,  it's  great,"  said  a 
sophomore  whose  job  was  cheese-cutter 
and  clerk  in  an  Alexandria,  Va.,  store. 
One  of  her  classmates  piled  up  several 
hundred  dollars  dipping  ice  cream. 

Students  who  found  positions  related 
to  their  major  studies  had  the  best  op- 
portunity for  rewarding  summer  work. 
A  modern  languages  major  was  inter- 
preter for  a  Miami  Beach  firm,  and  a 
studio  art  major  who  wants  to  be  a 
commercial  artist  did  layout  and  other 
graphic  work  for  a  printing  service. 

Majoring  in  American  studies,  a  sen- 
ior increased  her  knowledge  of  the 
American  Indian  by  working  with  an 
anthropologist  in  Massachusetts. 
Among  several  students  in  medical 
jobs,  a  chemistry  major  was  assistant 
technician  in  cancer  research  at  South- 
western Medical  School,  University  of 
Texas,  in  Dallas. 

Freshmen  were  as  active  as  any 
other  classmen  in  summer  employ- 
ment and  volunteer  work.  Out  of  a 
class  of  236  there  were  139  who  earned 
pay  and  117  who  held  volunteer  jobs. 
A  number  found  satisfying  work  with 
children;  one  taught  simple  arithmetic 
to  dyslexic  and  hyperkinetic  children 
in  Roanoke;  another  spent  eight  weeks 
as  a  tutor  at  the  Dyslexia  Foundation 
in  Berea,  N.  C.  Also  trained  to  teach 
children  with  this  handicap,  a  sopho- 
more was  a  dyslexia  tutor  in  Memphis. 

Most  of  the  97  students  who  worked 
in  offices  found  this  "dull"  or  "boring."

Duberg  Professorship  in  Ecology  Announced 

A  $250,000  gift  to  endow  the  Dorys  McConnell  Duberg  Pro- 
fessorship in  Ecology  was  announced  at  the  opening  convocation 
by  President  Whiteman. 

In  expressing  the  sincere  gratitude 
of  the  college  for  this  generous  gift 
from  the  first  alumna  to  establish  an 
endowed  professorship,  President 
Whiteman  added  that  it  will  provide 
welcome  support  for  the  college's  ex- 
panding program  of  ecological  studies. 

"No  more  timely  or  beneficial  gift 
could  have  been  made,"  he  said.  "It 
represents  the  highest  tradition  of  our 
active  and  concerned  alumnae.  Sweet 
Briar  has  an  ideal  location  with  ample 
lands — forest,  field,  hill — to  serve  as  a 
laboratory  for  studies  of  the  natural  en- 
vironment, both  its  own  processes  and 
human  uses  and  abuses." 

Mrs.  Duberg,  who  lives  in  Hobe 
Sound,  Fla.,  was  a  member  of  the  Class 
of  1916  and  she  has  been  a  generous 
benefactor  of  Sweet  Briar.  This  pro- 
fessorship reflects  her  own  life-long  in- 
terest in  nature,  wildlife,  gardening,  and 
outdoor  activities  in  general.  For  many 
years,  she  owned  and  operated  a  work- 
ing farm  in  Weston,  Conn. 

She  and  her  husband,  Mr.  John  Du- 
berg, have  long  been  actively  involved 
in  the  preservation  of  natural  areas.  He 
is  serving  his  second  term  on  the  board 
of  governors  and  executive  committee 
of  The  Nature  Conservancy. 

Sweet  Briar's  entire  program  in  phy- 
sical, social  and  behavioral  sciences 
has  recently  been  expanded  and  streng- 
thened. A  number  of  interdisciplinary 
projects,  stressing  local  aspects  of  the 
relationship  of  human  beings  to  their 
environment,  are  being  conducted  by 
students  under  faculty  direction.  Re- 
cent curricular  additions  include  a 
course  in  conservation  and  an  intensive 
summer  course  in  ornithology  and  field 
biology. 

Using  Sweet  Briar's  extensive  cam- 
pus of  more  than  3,000  acres  as  a  field 
laboratory,  students  have  been  making 


Pollution  Workshop  Held 

Community  co-operation  in  attack- 
ing problems  of  solid  waste  disposal 
has  been  advanced  through  the  second 
workshop  conducted  by  the  Amherst 
County  Environmental  Studies  Com- 
mittee, held  in  the  Wailes  College  Cen- 
ter on  Oct.  20.  It  brought  together  a 
representative  group  of  businessmen, 
housewives,  delegates  from  local  organ- 
izations, state  and  county  officials,  and 
Sweet  Briar  faculty  and  staff  members. 

The  committee,  chaired  by  Mrs. 
Helen  C.  Feagans,  V.  P.  I.  extension 
agent,  was  established  last  spring  to 
represent  local  groups,  agencies  and  in- 
dividuals concerned  with  the  protection 
of  natural  resources  and  the  atten- 
dant environmental  problems. 

The  committee's  work  has  generated 
considerable  interest  and  cooperation 
since  its  first  workshop  was  held  at  the 
college  last  June.  As  a  grass-roots  or- 
ganization, its  purpose  is  to  involve  the 
citizenry  in  finding  solutions  to  pollu- 
tion problems  that  are  both  practical 
and  acceptable  to  the  community.  A 
poll  of  2500  housewives  and  business- 
men was  taken  to  learn  about  their  ex- 
periences with  garbage  and  trash  dis- 
posal and  their  suggestions  for  im- 
provement of  services. 

Future  projects  will  deal  with  air  and 
water  pollution  and  other  aspects  of 
modern  living  which  are  leading  to  the 
deterioration  of  the  environment. 

Funds  for  the  committee's  projects 
were  obtained  through  a  one-year  grant 
under  Program  Impact  of  the  Higher 
Education  Act  of  1965,  Title  I,  with 
Sweet  Briar  College  as  the  grantee 
institution.  Dr.  Catherine  C.  Seaman, 
assistant  professor  of  sociology  and  an- 
thropology, is  the  project  director,  as- 
sisted by  Mrs.  Bertha  P.  Wailes,  associ- 
ate professor  of  sociology  emeritus.

a  continuing  survey  and  records  of 
plant  and  animal  species.  Each  year 
about  50  students  in  the  course  in  gen- 
eral biology  choose  projects  in  ecology. 

Last  February  the  alumnae  launched 
a  program  in  continuing  education  call- 
ed "Our  Total  Environment."  Alumnae 
clubs  throughout  the  country  are  work- 
ing for  conservation  and  improvement 
of  the  environment  in  their  own  com- 
munities, often  in  cooperation  with 
other  similarly-oriented  groups. 

According  to  President  Whiteman, 
these  and  other  programs  being  plan- 
ned will  be  coordinated  and  directed 
by  the  Dorys  McConnell  Duberg  Pro- 
fessor of  Ecology,  to  be  named  during 
this  year.

Waiting  on  table  was  hard  work  for  37 
girls,  but  worth  it  for  the  monetary 
rewards. 

Out-door  girls  found  jobs  as  camp 
counselors;  swimming,  riding  and  tennis 
instructors;  lifeguards;  beach  atten- 
dants; playground  assistants;  ranch  and 
farm  hands.  Others  were  tutors, 
mothers'  helpers,  receptionists,  sales- 
women, cooks,  bank  clerks,  hospital 
aides,  dental  assistants,  cashiers,  or 
bookkeepers. 

To  be  commended  are  174  students 
who  volunteered  their  services  in  hos- 
pitals, nursing  homes,  training  centers 
for  handicapped  children  and  the  like. 
During  a  stay  in  Germany,  one  served 
in  the  occupational  therapy  department 
of  a  mental  hospital.  A  freshman  whose 
father  is  with  the  U.  S.  Embassy  in 
Lesotho,  Africa,  toured  that  country 
delivering  foods  supplied  by  the  Save 
the  Children  Fund.  She  also  wrote  case 
reports  to  interest  potential  sponsors. 

Twenty  were  in  study  programs  in 
the  British  Isles,  Mexico,  France, 
Canada,  Switzerland,  Germany,  and 
Spain;  and  88  students  attended  col- 
leges or  universities   in   this  country. 

The  survey  was  made  by  the  Voca- 
tional Guidance  office. 


#  Internationalism  has  taken  a  spurt 
at  Sweet  Briar  with  the  enrollment  this 
year  of  19  students  who  are  citizens  of 
15  other  countries  or  Americans  living 
abroad.  Two  among  them  are  Roselyne 
de  Boysson,  who  is  assistante  in  the 
French  House,  and  Mary  Caven  who 
is  this  year's  exchange  student  from  St. 
Andrews  University  in  Scotland. 

Off-campus  study  has  attracted  42 
juniors  of  whom  17  are  in  Florence 
and  three  are  at  other  colleges  this 
term,  and  19  are  spending  the  entire 
year  abroad  while  three  are  at  nearby 
men's  colleges.

Film  Courses  Offered 

In  response  to  wide-spread  interest 
among  students  in  films  and  modern 
approaches  to  film-making,  study  of 
the  cinema  as  an  art  form  is  now  being 
offered  for  credit. 

Five  seniors  will  each  produce  a  film 
in  an  independent  studies  course  taught 
this  term  by  William  E.  Smart,  Jr.,  as- 
sistant professor  of  English,  who  has 
three  films  to  his  credit. 

Students  learn  how  to  use  cine  cam- 
eras and  the  steps  required  for  making 
a  film.  Putting  techniques  into  prac- 
tice, they  will  deal  with  sound  synchro- 
nization and  other  problems  of  film- 
making. 

During  the  Winter  term,  Mr.  Smart 
and  Richard  C.  Rowland,  professor  of 
English,  will  jointly  conduct  a  lecture, 
discussion,  and  filmviewing  course  de- 
signed to  develop  critical  faculties  for 
judging  film  quality.
